EAST sr. Loun d NOW ENTIRELY OUT 
OF DANGER. 


The Suffering Throughout the Territory 
„ Swamped by the Flood Is Already 
Great and Threatens to Become Worse 
—Situation in Madison and Venice To- 
Day—North and South St. Louis Have 
No More to Fear-The Signal Service 
Reports That the Water Has Reached 
‘Its Highest Point— Situation Along 
the Levee Front—Estimate of Dam- 
ages Done. 


Ox BoaRD Post-DisPpatTcn RELIEF BoaT PER- 
cY Swain, ALToRN, III., May 21.—The Post- 
DisPaTcu Relief Boat Percy Swain arrived at 
the Alton wharf last night at 7 o’clock with 
twenty-four refugees on board from Chou- 
teau’s Island and twenty-two horses and 
mules. These were got out from the Pettin- 
gill neighborhood where so much good work 
had already been done. The day was very 
windy and rain fell almost constantly. 
Considerable difficulty was experienced in 
getting at the Huxell, Hartelman and Stein 
places where the work was done. These were 
the only places where a landing could be ef- 
fected, and to them the people were prought 
in skiffs, the stock being already collected in 
the Hartelman and Huxell barns. Skiffs were 
sent out after familes who were signaling for 
help: Some of them had not even skiffs with 
which to communicate with dry land. 

From what couid be gathered, every family 
bas been taken off the island. The only 
people left are a few farmers or care-takers, 
who have determined to remain, come what 
may, and save what they can should the 
water come any higher. There is consider- 
able stock left on the island, which could not 
be reached by the Swain. Nothing can be 
done to get out any more livestock. The 
furniture of the people is all ruined, some of 
it naving floatedaway by the swift currents 
pouring in from the breaks in the levees. 
Henry Plummer’s house is caving in. and is 
by thistime probably floating down the Mis- 
sissippi, or lodged among the willows in the 
marsh, Fred Krug’s house, whose family 
was brought away in the Swain, Wednesday 
night, is still standing. but ie settling on one 
side, and a stiff breeze will probably carry 
itaway. The water is over the second floor. 

LANDING THE REFUGEES. 

The refugees were landed about 8 o’clock, a 
cold rain was falling at the time but the Alton 
committee took charge of them and saw them 
quickly and safely to places of comfort. They 
have no food or money but until permanent 
arrangements can be made they will be well 
cared for with their stock by the citizens of 
this place, who have opened their houses and 
received, each ag many as he could accom- 


modate. 
PITIFUL SIGHTS. 

All these people were thoroughly frightened 
to-day and were looking longingly for the 
Percy Fwain, they having been promised 
speedy relief when the boat came away 
with the first load the day before. 

There is no use staying any longer, they 
all said. ‘‘We naven't anything to eat and if 
we don’t drown we'll starve.’’ One old man 
who hada cow and atew hogsin his barn 
where the Swain could not get to him was 
left with a bag of four and some matches. 
He had enough food to last him some time. 
As he pa from his family the r old 
man broke down and wept bitterly while his 
wife sitting in the stern of the skiff witha 
8-year-old child held close to her breast 
Giently held a dirty rag to her eyes to con- 
ceal the tears which she struggled to keep 


back. 

The Swain left the island on her final return 
trip with the poor castaways crowded in the 
cabin and hugging the steam heater, which 
gave them the first sensation of comfort they 
had felt for days.

GOV. FIFER AT ALTON. 

Gov. Fifer arrived in Alton last night to 
confer with the local authorities and arrange 
for systematic charity work. He will go down 
the river in the ferry boat to-day to inspect 
the ground and determine what can be done. 
The Alton Relief Committee accompany him 
and on their return will make the final ar- 
ra ments. It is believed here that an extra 
ses of the Legislature will be called to ap- 
a aig public funds for the * of re- 

lef. Voluntary subscriptions will hardly do 
more than relieve pressing needs of the pres- 
ent moment. They cannot be ex to 
last long enough to tide the unfortunates over 
until they can get on their feet again, It will 
be months before this can be done—probably 
until the next crop is taken out. Gov. Fifer 
looks with favor upon the proposal for an 
extra session and there is no doubt it will be 
heartily approved by the people of the State. 
Reports brought in from different points in 
the submer districts show that many 
people are living on occasional bitg of high 
8 to which they have fied for refuge. 

hese Knolis are of course occupied, and the 
owners cannot long subsist the refugees. 
Not only will food be needed for the ple 
who have thus sought the hospitality of their 
neighbors, but subsistence for their live 
stock will be needed.

of the flood is over, as he has sent out no bul- 
letins of warning since that of Wednesday. 

The rain and cold weather yesterday was a 
surprise to all the forecasters. A clear sky 
for two days had been predicted, but between 
4:30and5o’clock it grew 10 degrees colder, 
the thermometer falling from 57 to 47 degrees 
in that time. This fall, itis thought, caused 
the showers that came down on St. Louis yes- 
terday afternoon and last evening. Not 
only was the rain unexpected to the 
regular forecaster, but it took that 
other weather prophet, Rev. Irl Hicks, off his 
feet. Coming into the city from his farm 
to-day was a countryman who had been a 
devout believer in the predictions of the 
clerical weather seer. He fell into conver- 
sation with a reporter as he drove across the 
bridge and declared that hereafter he was 
going to~watch the skies for himself. 

Hicks hag been hitting it right along for 
some time, said he, but he got war off 
hig reckoning this time. Why,he said that 
there was going to bea dry spell from the 
18th and advised the farmers to be economi- 
cal in using their water. And we get this 
kind Of rain after that. 

Observer Herndon said: We don’t try to 
explain that rain at all or tell its cause. I 
haven't the least idea where it came from, 
except that sudden fallin the temperature. 
The showers fell all over the West, too.“ 

The prediction of Local Forecast Officer 
. H. Hammon is that St. Louis will have 
showers, with little change in the tempera- 
ture from now till Sunday night.

Many People in Brooklyn and Bast st.

Another heavy loser in East St. Louis is the 
company operating the new ice and cold 
storage plant. The water broke through 
their dikes yesterday afternoon and flooded 
the engine and refrigerating rooms to a 
depth of fifteen feet. The ina 
few minutes was buried under the muddy 
water.

STEAMERS ENGAGED IN * WORK OF 
LIFE SAVIN 


Flood-Stricken Planters and Negroes Pass 
Wights in Trees Waiting for Help to 
Come—The Cotton Crop Almost Ruined 
~Gloomy Situation at Little Bock—Pine | 
NMutt Under Water—Lllinois Floods. 


Irren Rock., 9 May . — Stories of 
Geath and devasta are recetved hourly in 
this city from the bottom lands along the Ar- 
Ransas River. In Johnson County the course 
of the river is over thirty miles in width. 
The estimated value of this year’s cotton 
crop in Pope County was $350,000. At least 
one fourth of the land is covered by water. 
The planters are disheartened and the major- 
ity will not replant the crop, 

Plummervilie, Conway County, is sur- 
Founded on all sides by water backed up 
from the river. Much suffering is reported 
from this vicinity. About 200 horses, 
mules and cattle were drowned during 
he night. The families of Hervey, White 
and Crawford ,leading cotton planters in that 
section, weretaken away from their homes 
in boats. Whenthe Herveys were abouta 
bundred yards distant from their home the 
Welling keeled over and floated away. 

In the Horseshoe Bend, five miles below 
Morriliton, there are 7,000 acres of land under 
Water. All the stock has been drowned, and 
Gwellings, cabins and gin houses wrecked. 
It will be impossible to make a second crop 
on this land. Three negross were drowned 
at this point yesterday. 

The worst story comes from field ,where 
over one hundred men, women and children 
saved their lives by sitting upon the limbs of 
the partially submerged cottonwoods that 
line the bank of the river. 

The steamer Anna B. Adams arrived at Red 
Blut at u o'clock last night. This point is 
about two miles above Redfield. It was im- 
possible for the boat to make a landing and 
she anchored as close to the shore as she 
could get. About the time the Adams ar- 
rived at Red Bluff the United States snag- 
boat Cleveland pulled out forthe same place 
— obedience to orders from the Secretary of 

ar. 

At Ii o’clock this morbing the Government 
towboat C. B. Reese, loaded with provisions 
left for the lower points along the river. 

The Anna B. Adams picked up about 490 
people between this city and Red Bluc. This 
morning that steamer andthe Government 
snagboat rescued the half-starved victims, 
who were perched among the limbs of the cot- 
ton woods. Some oftbe colored people im- 
prisoned in the trees Had not taken food for 
forty-eight hours. Itrained a great Geal 
which was a God's biessing tothem,. The 
wet leaves containing water enoughto keep 
‘ them from dying from thirst. 

One of the colored women with a cha in 
her arms had a congestive chili last night, as 
she sat upon the limbofatree. She fell into 
the river, and both mother and infant were 
drowned. 

The wires between here and Redfield were 
reported at 11 o’clock as being down. 

At this city the water has fallen one inch 
within the past twenty-four hours. Light 
showers have been faliing since early this 
morning. The water in the pump-house of 
the tome Water Oo. is five feet deep. The 
entire city has been without a water supply 
for the past thirty-six hours. There are 8,- 
000,000 gallons of water in the reservoirs, 

which will only be used in case of fire. 

The inconvenience of deins deprived of 
water is veiling keenly feltto-day. Thestench 
rom some of the sewers is unbearable. The 
water.company expects to make a temporary 
arrangement to-morrow vy which the city 
may be furnished witha limited supply for 
sanitary purposes untill the pumps are able 
to be worked. 

A citizens’ relief committee was organized 
this morning and numerous sub-committees 
appointed to solicit aid for the flood suffer- 
ers. The Alliance of this county will meet at 
20’elock this afternoon. They will also ap- 
point subcommittees for the same purpose. 
A resolution will be adopted requesting the 

ent of the State Alliance to call the 
Executive Committee together with the view 
of providing assistance for the members of 
their order in the overflowed district. There 
fis a general desire and willingness on the 
part of the citizens of Little Rock to lend 
every aid in their power to relieve the dis- 
tress now prevailing here.

Discussion of the Methodist Conference 
at Omaha. 


AN EXCITING TIME DURING THE ELEC- 
TION OF SECRETARIES. 


Report of the Committee on the Epworth 
League—Change of Name Adopted — 
Christian Endeavor Societies and Their 
Work—Methodist Protestants’ Meeting 
in Maryland. 


OMAHA, Neb., May 21.—The shining face of 
Bishop Andrews shown from the presiding 
officer’s chair at the conference to-day. Dr. 
William Swindelis led the devotions. 
Speeches on reports of committees were 
limited to five minutes. Bishop Andrews an- 
nounced that Dr. A. J. Kinnettand Dr. W. 
A. Spencer bad deen elected secretaries of 


the Church Extension Society. 

A report from the Committeeon Freed- 
man’s Ald Society recommended the election 
of two secretaries for the Freedman’s Aid, 
instead of one as heretofore. The recom- 
mendation was rushed through. 

It was generally believed that Dr. Hart- 
zell’s chances for re-election were ina crit- 
ical condition, and that bis friends saw the 
only sure way to save him was to have two 
secretarics. Instantly there was pande- 
monium. Fifty men wanted simultaneously 
to nominate and to second the nominations, 
Dr. J. C. Hartzell, Dr. G. W. Gray, Dr. J. W. 
Hamiiton, Dr. D. M. Grandison, Rev. C. B. 
Mason and several others were nominated. 
The speeches made tosecond the nomina- 

tons were lost in the confusion. The colored 
men were for Grandison, and for the second 
man they were divided between Dr. J. C. 
Hartzell and Dr. J. W. Hamilton. After 
twenty minutes of excitement the ballot was 
taken. 

The report upon the Epwortn League was 
then taken up. The report stated that the 
Epworth League had at present 4,000 local 
leagues with 400,000 members. The report 
presented a report on the discipline on the 
proper recognition and the government of 
the league. Thisamendment provided fora 
board of control, consisting of fifteen mem- 
bers, one of whom shall be a bishop. It also 
provides that the local leagues shail be under 
the supervision and guidance of the annual 
conferences with which they are connected. 
The amendment also provides for the publi- 
Cation of the Zpworth Herald asthe official 
organ. The executive office of the league is 
located at Chicago. 

Dr. J. F. Berry, editor of the Epworth Her- 
ald, spoke briefly upon the adoption of the 
amendment. He said it provided that no 
young people's society should be disturbed by 
the amendment. Where the young people of 
a Methodist church nad a different organiza- 
tion this amendment would not compel them 
to disband and organize an Epworth League. 
It was hoped that the Methodist young people 
would become members of the Epworth 
League by organizing local branches of the 
League rather than continuing in otheryoung 
people’s societies. But the amendment did 
not propose to be dictatorial toward the 
8 — It ple with regard to the matter. 

eeley spoke upon the amendment.

SEAR GREENVILLE

4 Passenter Backed Down Upon a Freight 
List of Dead and Wounded by the Ar- 
Kansas Calamity—Disregard of Orders 
Responsible for the Oollision in Ill- 
incis—Three Trainmen Injured in Iowa 
—Death on the Rail. 


Pint Burr, Ark., May 21.—One of the worst 
wrecks in the history of the Cotton Belt road 
occurred between 9 and 10 o'clock last night 
on a trestie work between Humphrey 
and Goldman, some twenty miles 
above here. The wreck was in- 
directly due to the flood 
occasioned by the overflow of the Arkansas 
River. Reports received here show that 
eight persons were killed outright and some 
seventeen or eighteen injured, some danger- 
ously, while others escaped. with bruises and 
scratches. 

The colliding trains were the southbound 
passenger and express, which was running 
backward to get away from the flood,and the 
south bound fast freight. Thetrains met in 
the dark on the trestle at Crooked Bayou and 
came together with terrific force, throwing 
all of the passenger coaches off the track. 

The locomotive crashed into the rear of the 
passenger, smashing the sleeping-car into 
splinters, The engineer of the freight, it ap- 
pears, Jumped in time to save his life, but 
the fireman bas been missing ever since, and 
there is no doubt that be has gone down with 
the flood, 

The passengers who lost their lives were in 
the sleeper and with one or two exceptions 
were in their berths. 

The wreck occurred in this way. Thesouth- 
bound passenger train bound for this place 
from St. Louis, had orders to turn back on 
account of the food, and the conductor was 
also instructed to sidetrack at Humphrey to 
meet the freight. Through an oversight the 
train crew started to back the train to Gold- 
man, the next station. It had just reached 
Crooked Bayou when the freight came along 
ata high speed down grade. The engineer 
did not see the passenger until it was too late 
and all he could do to was reverse and jump 
out in the mud and water. Two of the pas- 
senger coaches, Including the sleeper, 
were thrown into the raging stream 
below. It was late when the news got to 
this city, and owing tothe foods great dim 
culty was experienced in reaching the 
ground. This mofning the officials of the 
road at this point made arrangements to get 
the United States Government boat Wichita, 
now tied up here, to gotothescene of the 
wreck and Dring In the dead and wounded.

COLLISION ON THE . 


Disobedience of Orders Results ine Seri- 
ous Smash-Up. 

> GREENVILLE, II., May 21.—At 5:68 o’clock 
this morning a collision on the Vun- 
dalia Railroad main track five miles west of 
Greenville, causing the instant Killing of an 
Adams Express special guard, the serious 
wounding of an American messen- 
ger, and considerable damage tothe colliding 
engines and trains.

special. According to official reports ot the 
accident the eotlision was by the fact 
that the light Jacksonville southeastern en- 
gine was occupying the Vandalia main track 
without any orders on the time of the passen- 
gor train. The result was that the latter, 
running at express speed on the supposition 
that the track was clear, came upon the 
Jacksonville Southeastern engine suddenly, 
with no chance to avert a collision. The en- 
1 and 1 ot the two engines 
eaped their cabs and es- 
caped N only a severe shaking up and 
some light broizes. Both engines, and the 
ggage car of the Vandalia n, are 
wrecked, and the first coach of the passenge 
train was considerably damaged, but without 
any injury to passengers. In the express car, 
however, the occupants were less fortunate. 
Special Guard Kdward Finn of the American 
Express Co. was instantly Perens, and Mes- 
senger Bert Sharp of the Adams Express Co. 
was dangerously injured. Someof the crew 
of the passenger train were also 
but not seriously. The in- 
Adams Express messenger was 
at once sent to Greenville and ced under 
charge of a physician. His recovery is doubt- 
ful. The narrow escape of passengers in the 
front coach of the Vandalia special was al- 
most miraculous, as that car was considera- 
bly damaged bythe collision.

UNSUCCESSFUL FRENCH MISSION TO CHINA—

The Strange Foot Race Run at Forest 
Park Yesterday. 


TWO UNKNOWN MEN CONTEST FOR A 
STAKE OF $2,200, 


a 


Their Mysterious Conduct Exoites Curi- 
osity—Boston to Release Both Olarkson 
and Stovey—Von der Ahe’s Pets Make 


Crooks Supercedes Stricker. 


A very peculiar fifty yard sprinting contest 
between two strangers, one of whom claimed 
to hall from the Pacific Coast, was run at the 
race track at Forest Park yesterday after- 
noon fora stake of $2,200, or $1,100 a side, 
The contest was arranged at Mike Mooney’s 
Missouri Gymnasium, on Olive street, at 
noon yesterday, when $1,000 a side was put 
up, that being at that time the amount of the 
stake. Bach contestant put up $785 in cash, 
and the remainder of his $1,000 stake in dia- 
monds, in Mr. Mooney’s bands, Little was 
known about the contestants, even Mr. 
Mooney, who, with the assistance of the two 
runners’ managers, had charge of the affair, 
stating that their full names were unknown 
tohim. He merely knew that they were 
strangers in the city who had got into a dis- 


pute yesterday over their respective sprinting 
abilities, the result ofwhich wasan immedi- 
ate maten. The fact, however, that $2,000 
was at stake aroused an unlimited amount of 
interest over the outcome of the 
contest, among the few who were aware that 
it was to take place. When ithe 
runners and their backers started for the scene 
of the sprint several dozen members of the 
gymnasium accompanied them. The outfit 
arrived at the park about 2:30 p. m., and the 
necessary preliminary arrangements were 
soon concluded. The principals refused to 
talk concerning themselves beyond the fact 
„that their names were Justin and English. 
The former would not be taken forasprinter, 
especially in the condition he was yesterday. 
He stood about 6 feet 6 inches in his tights,and 
weighed about 160 pounds. He claimed 
to hail from the Pacific Coast, where he said 
his father was a wealthy mine owner. A 
small-sized, smooth-faced, lght-haired, 
rather flashily-dressed young man attended 
im and declared he was the alleged Cali - 
fornian’s backer, He gave his name as 
Rogers. The other principal looked more 
like a sprinter. He stood about three or four 
inches higher than his opponent but hardly 
weighed as much by ten pounds. He was at- 
tended by a very quiet young gentleman who 
went by the name of Wells, who 
claimed to be something of a runner him- 
self, although he confessed he was not 
a world-beater. The contestants agreed that 
tne start should be a mutual one, which 
caused considerable comment among the 
spectators. The other details were quickly 
arranged and the sprinters retired to the 
stand, where they disrobed and soon reap- 
peared in sprinting costumes. While they 
were on their way to the starting point, the 
two backers concluded to raise the stakes 
$100 a side. The additional $200, which in- 
cluded more diamonds which were 
unquestionably genuine and valuable 
stones, were then placed in Stake- 
holder Mooney’s hands, and the sprinters 
took their positions at the starting point. 
After eight or nine unsuccessful attempts the 
men got om with English, at least it so ap- 
peared, slightly in front. His opponent, 
however, made a spurt which put them on 
even terms. They raced side by side for the 
first thirty yards, when English pulled him- 
self together and pushed to the front, win- 
ning dy half a yard. The result was just 
what was expected, but considerable 
curiosity existed among the spectators 
to see how the Californian would take the 
loss of his $1,100. Beyond admitting that En- 
glish had demonstrated his superiority very 
clearly, which he, however, claimed was due 
to his own poor condition, he had nothing to 

„ In conversation with the writer 
a few moments afterward he claimed 
that his ~ eget s name was % 
more Englis than his own wa 
He is an Iowa runner named Hoag,’’ said 
the so-called Californian, and I am con- 
fident he can outrun any man in America 
in a one- hundred yard contest. 
Justin’s backer, seemed to be ver 

ressedover his man’s defeat. 

hat he had wagered everything he could 

be eg on the contest, and that he 
hardly knew how they could get back to the 
coast. The winner, English, made dis escape 
from the scene of the contest in some mys- 
terious manner as soon as the race wag over. 
His backer, Rogers,denied 3 anything 
about his ‘wherea uts. He no idea 
where the man could be found, po at his 
hotel, the location .of which Wells refused to 
ag After holding a conference with Rogers, 
he two backers, accompanied by Justin, 
went around to Mooney s gymnasium and 
endeavored to draw the stakes. 1 
however, had deposited the money in the 
bank, and as it was past banking hours it 
was impossible for Mooney to oblige them. 
This failed to please Wells and Justin, both 
of whom wanted to depart for the Coast and 
had been promised a loan of $50 by Rogers tu 
enable them to do so. 

The whole affair has a very queer appear- 
ance. English and his backer had been in 
the city two or three weeks, hanging around 
the mnasium., Yesterday the other man 
and his friend arrived, and a match was 
made between them inside of an hour. 
They agreed to run immediately 
without any training and in 
view of the fact that there was $1,000 a side 
actually upon the contest this was very 
strange. Still more strangeisthe fact that 
they made out no regular articles of agree- 
ment and consented toa mutual start.

The Destroyer’s Submarine Projectile on 
Trial. 

New York, May 21.—Experiments with the 
Destroyer’s submarine gun, which have been 
in contemplation for several weeks, were be- 
gun at the Navy Yard, «Brooklyn, yesterday.

Further emperiments will be made with 
the Destroyer’s gun to-day, using increasing 
charges of powder, botb cocoa brown and 
spherobexagonal, to learn what range can be 
secured without danger of crushing the pro 
jectile. Also, of course, questions of accur- 
acy as to directions and depth will be settled 
and the general efficiency of the gun will be 
determined.

CONVICT GILBERT. 


He Is Not Wanted in Either England or 
America. 

Lonpon, May 21.—A dispatch has been re- 
cetved here from Oswestry,a town in the 
county of Salop, containing information in 
regard to Charles Gilbert, the ex-convict, 
who arrived in New York from England yes- 
terday, and was detained at Ellis Island by 
the New York city authorities, who refused 
to allow him to. proceed to his destination— 
Chica go—qwing tothe fact that information 
had been received by them that Gilbert was 
a criminal, and that his passage to the 
United States had been paid by the Oswestry 
authorities, for the purpose of ridding the 
town of his presence, The dispatch gives de- 
tails in regard to the careerof Gilbert, and 
explains the reason why be left this country 
forthe United States. It appears that Gil- 
bert, whois respectably connected, went to 
the bad five years ago, and eventually fell 
into the clutehes r the law. He was 
arrested for an &ggravated case of 
assault and rob and was con- 
demned to five years penal servitude. His 
sentence expired a short time ago and on his 
release from custody Gilbert returned to the 
scenes of his former misdeeds. He at once 
resumed his drunken habits and caused the 
local authorities much trouble, being an ex- 
tremely dan us man when intoxicated. 
The Mayor of Oswestry took a kindly interest 
in the fellow and tried by generous means to 
efiict a reform in him. He even gave him 
work in his own house, hoping thus to be 
able to keep a more watchful eye over his 
protege. 

In spite of all the Mayor’s efforts 
however, Gilbert soon relapsed into his aid 
habits, and the Mayor saw that it would 
useless to longer try to bring about his — 
formation while he remained in Oswestry. 
The Mayor then offered to pay the ex-con- 
vict’s fare anywhere he might select to 
and in addition promised to give him S10 
with which to help him to start anew in life. 
After thinking the matter over Gilbert de- 
cided to accept the Mayor’s offer. He said 
that he hada sister named Mrs. Mary Ann 
Wright, residing in Chicago, and he thought 
that would be as good a place as any to which 
he could emigrate. Accordingly his passage 
was paid and the £10 was given to 
him, and the Mayorof Oswestry was con- 
gratulating himself that the town had seen 
the last of the troublesome Giibert. The next 
thing he heard of thetraveler was that the 
New York authorities had learned his ante- 
cedents andthat he was to be returned to 
England.
